This is power in prayer, 
And this is the great secret of our 
success. This is the reason the church 
is gaining so rapidly.

“Is any sick among you? let him 
call for the elders of the church; and 
let them pray over him, anointing him 
with oil in the name of-the Lord: And 
the prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up; and 
if he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.” Jas. 5:14, 15. 

The plan of God, relative to heal 
ing, is clearly set forth in this text. 
LIt is the strongest proof.text in the 
New Testament showing that healing 
was to remain permanent in the 
Church. James was not trying to 
prove here that healing is a Christian 
doctrine, for it had become an estab- 
lished thing long before this. His en- 
tire epistle is not so mich of a doc- 
trinal discourse, but deals more with 
a practical application of previously 
established Christian doctrines. “Even 
so faith, if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone.” Jas. 2:17. So we have 
here the practical instructions as to 
how to proceed in case of sickness 
among the Church members. 

Two things stand out clearly in the 
text. One is the qualifications and 
duty of ministers, and the other a 
properly instructed church. To carry 
out James’ instructions, preachers 
should be men of faith. I have ref- 
erence here to healing faith. He who 
does not firmly believe that God heals 
the sick in answer to prayer, is- not 
fully qualified for the Lord’s work. 
We cast no reflection upon good men 
who have been used of God in the 
past, but we frankly say, that those 
who have not had healing faith, have 
been limited in their work. 

If, a minister or elder. disbelieves 
the doctrine of' healing, one of two 
things ig evident; he either ‘azks light 
and knowledge of God’s Word (which 
is excusahle),or he is directly opposed 
to or ignores a text like this. God 
wants men like Stephen who are 
filled with “faith and power;” who, 
when called upon, can go to a sick- 
room with a consciousness that God 
is with them, and they will not 
shrink no matter what may be the 
nature of the sickness. 

A preacher is subject to a call from 
any member of his congregation at 
any time,, and it.is his duty to re- 
spond. Jamés says he is to take with 
him, his oil vial, faith in God’ and 
common sense. It may be that the 
patient will need some wholesome, in- 
structions as to the proper care of 
the body, however, this is not need- 
ful in afl cases. The elder who goes 
in this way has the assurance that 
God will be with him and will heal 
the sick; “The prayer of faith shall 
gave the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him.” 

A church that is properly taught 
will believe in and trust God for heal- 
ing. James believed in properly in- 
structing the church. . Some modern 
preachers would have. felt considera- 
bly out of, place in the Church at Je- 
rusalem at the time this epistle was 
written. And remember that the date 
of this writing was about thirty years 
after Christ introduced héaling along 
with galvation. The text proves posi- 
tively that healing was a Church. be- 
lief and practice at this time, and 
there is no doubt but what it con- 
tinued with other fundamental truths 
until lost in the great Apostasy. How- 
ever, we have the retord preserved in 
God’s divine Book and time has prov- 
en that He wfl honor its teachings 
today. Thank God for the Church of 
God that is now being raised up all 
over the world, and being taught by 
men of faith that the onetime glori- 
ous privilege of trusting God for heal- 
ing is one hundred per cent authentic 
and Christian. I am glad also that 
people are not accepting this teaching 
as a mere matter of church ritual or 
denominational mark, but because of 
the blessed reality of trusting God and 
getting results. . 

The people of the Church of God 
today are following these simple in- 
structions of, James’ and are recording 
their thousands of testimonies of heal- 
ing in angwer to prayer, so complete- 
ly have they fulfilled this text. The
